Bur poſſibly more may be behind: we ſhall not follow you 
in your Hiſtory of the Church in the reign-of Queen Afary, 
when the Reformation by your own confeſſion went down 
the wind, and the profeſlors and aſſertors of it perſecuted in 
all parts-of che Nation. 

We ſhall therefore paſs on with you to the times of Queen 
Elizabeth, and ſee what was more done tothe repairing and

And when we conſider, what you ſayin the 103. page of 
our Hiſtory of her reign , that ſhe retained ſuch as had 
: __ of priyy Council to Queen Afary her ſiſter, ro be of

* Queen Elizabeth doing all this in the form and faſhion of

Sir, you: have dealt very. deceitfully ,wich your readers anyou 
Hiſtory, in.jumbling DoQrine, Diſcipline, and Worſhip. co- 
gether : asif, becauſe there was a Reformation in DoQrine, 
and that grounded upon the Word of God, .there muſt alſo 
be a Reformation in the reſt too (which was little or not atall) 
and that grounded upon the Word allo ; this deceit runs 
through your book : you tell us ever and anon of a Reforma- 
tion according to the Word of God and the Primitive pra- 
Rice : bur in all your book there are but three inſtances of 
che conformity of the Reformation to the rule of the Sacred 
Scriptures, and they are only in point of DoErine, and not in 
Diſcipline or Worſhip, 

© Thefirſt inſtance is p. 49. of your Hiltory.of Edward the 
* ſixth, where having mentioned an-AQ of Parliament, de- 
* claring, thar it is according to Scripture, that the Sacrament 
* beadminiſtred toall Chriſtian people under both the kinds 
* of Bread and Wine : youſpend a great many lines borrowed 
* out of Biſhop Fewel, to prove that this Declaracion of Par- 
* liament and che words by which it was enacted, - do every 
* way agree with Chriſts inititution : »o Proteſtant, not John 
Calvin your great eyeſore, will deny you this. 

The lecond inſtance js p. 66. where you mention the Popiſh 
exceptions againſt the AR confirming the Common Prayer 
not to be upon any other account, but becauſe it was in the 
vulgar tongue, and then yourun out into a large diſcourſe to 
prove that prayer ought to be made in a tongue underſtood 
of the common people , the like you do p.157. part 2. Calvin 
and Cartwright that firebrand, as yourcall him,will conform My. 
Dottor to thu Reformation. 

The third inftance is p, 67. where you take notice of an 
AR for adyancing the work of Reformation, which took 
away all Laws forbidding Miniſters marriage, in allowance 
whereof you ſpend many lines: in this Mr. Door the Cat- 
vinian and Z winglian faction concur with you. 

Theſe are all the Preſidents of Scripture or Primitive pra- 
ice you alledge in your whole book for the Reformation of 
the Church, and in matters of this nature ſo evident and clear 
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out of the word of God, amongft all the Z wing/;an Goſpel- 
lers as you call them,you ſhall not have one diſſenter,or Non- 
formiſt. 

And becauſe you mention a memorablechallenge publiſh- 
led by Biſhop Fewel againſt the Romiſh Clergy, who injuri- 
opſly you ſay, pag. 129. part, 2. upbraided the Church of 
England with the 1imputation of Novelty, and charged it with 
teaching ſuch opinions, as were not to be found before Zu- 
thers time, the Calvinian and Zwinglian fation which you 
ſo blot with your learned pen will willingly be his fe. 
conds in this challenge. | 

Nay,Sir, the Z #ing/;a» Goſpcllers do renew this Challenge 
againſt che ſacred Hierarchy, ( as you call it ) inthe ſame 
terms as you deliver the ſtout and gallant challenge of that 
Learned Prelate Jewel, againſt the Romiſh Clergy. 

The Z »inglian Goſpellers challenge, 

If any learned man of our Adverſavies be able to bring one 
ſufficient ſentence ont of the holy Scriptare, or «ny one example 
of any Biſhop, Miniſter, or Martyr, either in the time of King 
Edward the fxth, viz. Cranmer, Latimer, Ridley, Hooper, 
Farrar, Philpot, Bradford, Taylor, or any other, or in the times 
of Lucen Elizabeth out of Reverend Jewel, who do direfty and 
ex profeſlo plead for, and commend the preſent Liturgie in the 
frame of it, or that Epiſcopacy # Jure divino , or for Adora- 
tion toward the Altar , Bowing at the name of Feſus , ſigne 
ing with the ſign of the Croſs, wearing of Caps, and Surplices, 
kneeling at the Sacrament, or for the exerciſe of Church pawer 
by lay-Chanceltors ,, if you, Reverend Sir, or any other be able to 
produce any ſuch authority or example, contending as you do 
profeſſedly for theſe things, the Zuinglian Goſpelers will be then 
content to yietd and ſubſcribe. Theſe are the things M. Do- 
Qor, which adminiſter trouble tothe Churclr of God at this 
day. Satisfie but our conſciences, that theſe things, _ to 
be continued in the Church, & we have done: We beſeech you 
read this paſſage of Reverend 7ewet in a Sermon preached 
by him in St. Maries in Oxford, it is in the beginning of the 
Book, called his Defence of the Apology, pag. 6. *This only, 
* faith he,willI ſpeak, and that ina word, They which brought 
: | INRSIVIIONE 1 Saints,ſfole life,Por- 
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* eory, Images, Vows, trifles, follies, bables into the Chnrch 
* of God, have delivered new things ,. and which the Scris 
* ptures never heard of, whatſoever they Crie or Crake,they 
* bring not a jot out of the Word of God. And theſe, as I 
© have ſaid,are the things wherewith the Church of God is 
© diſquieted at this day : upon theſe lieth the watch, and ward 
© of the Church, Theſe they honour inſtead of rhe Scrj- 
© ptures, and force them on the people inſtead of the word of 
*God,upon theſe men ſuppoſe their ſalvation and the ſumm of 
*Religion to be grounded. Andthat which is much more 
* grievous, notwithſtanding at this preſent by the great good- 
© neſs of God, religion isreſtored ( note Mr.Do&or ) almoſt 
© ( not to the luſtreyou Mr. DoQor imagine) to her former 
* dignity andlight, yet (poor and pitifull ſouls!)they ſer great 
* ſtore by theſe things, they to them again, and teach them 
* (do you ſee, Mr. DoRor)as though without chem the Church 
* could not be in ſafety. O if the Word of God might be 
*heard among ſo many clamours,andin ſo great »Hurly burly, 
*if wewould ſuffer God himſelf to fit as Judge in his own 
* caſe,the matter would be paſſed over with leſs tumulr a great 
* deal, and more eaſily might weagree about the whole mat- 
* ter. Wherefore if all the worſhip of God, all godlineſs,all 
* religion be to be ſought out of the word ofGod:it the inſtitu- 
* tions of men have miſerably perverted all things in all times . 
* let us my Brethren (beware Doftor ) unto whom the office of 
* reaching isallotted. Confider how dangerous a thing it is to 
* ſpeak more: and leta!l who willbe,and will have themſelves 
* accounted*o be Chriſtians, remember how dangerous a 
* thing it is ro believe more. 

* You ſay,Mr. Door, pag. 130, 131, Reverend Jewel in 
* his learned writings, is a magazin of all ſorts of learning,and 
© that all our Controverſors bave, ſince he wrote, furniſhr 
© themſelyes with Arguments and authorities from him, 

If you have been ſo well acquainted with his writings as you 
pretend to in your hiſtory, you would not bavepreſented the 
Churches reformation to be ſo glorious and ſplendid as you 
have done, and would have pitcht it on a better bottom, then 
the authority of two as of Parliaments,the members where- 


of you have rendred in your hiſtory to be roo much ſwayed 
in 
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in uw yorings and aQings by worldly Popiſh and politick 
reipects, 

We do highly reverence the memory of eur firſt Keformy 
ers,but is it meet ro Idolize them? why ſhould notthe Parlie 
aments of ſuccceding times do the work of the Lords houſe 
according to the light and temper of their generation , as 
well as they did in theirs? amd why ſhould nor the preſent Bi. 
ſhops, who (according to the character of his moſt Excellent 
Majeſty our Gracious Soveraign ) are known to be men of 
great ſufficiency for Learning , prompt them and pur them 
on ſuch a werk? Is it not a diſhonour to the Church of 
Englaxnd,after ſo many years ſtanding to be fed with the diſh 
and ſpoon, and ſuck-bottle, provided for her infancy ? 

And muſt it be ſtill wich us in matters Eccleſiaſtical,as Spain 
would haye it tobe in Civils, to be wards to the Church of 
Rome, that we may nor cſpouſe a thorough-Reformartion, for 
fear of the Popes curſe,and the Spaniards rage ? 

For this ( Mr. Doctor all along your hiſtory ) was the com. 
paſs our firſt Pilots ſteered by, pag. 58, part-1, and in pag.103. 

art. 2, © You ſay Queen E/;zabethreſolved to proceed to a 
Reformation as the times ſhould ſerve: { alſo pag. 116, 

Do younot tell us, pag, 12, 13. *That though the Letters 
* written by Prince Edward to his father, may beuſed as good 
* evidences of his great proficiency with reference to the times 
* inwhich he lived, Yet in our days, in which either the wits 
* of men are ſooner ripe,or the method of teaching more ex- 
* atand facile, they would be found to contain nothing which 
* is more then ordinary? And ſpeaking of Do&tor Rialey one 
* of the greateſt of them, pag. 53. you ſay, he was a man of 
* great learning as the times then were, | 

And ſhall our ripe witted times, and more exat methods 
every way, bow down to their dull forms and paterns? 
Our heavenly Maſter (the only Arch-biſhop of our ſouls ) bad 
intruſted them with two talents, and they ( takeit ſo) traded 
faithfully, and gained other two talents : and ſhall not we,who 
have five talents commutted to us, labour to be fairbfull in a 
like proportion ? 

We have juitly ſeparated from the Church of Rome, and 
have departed from her, becauſe ſhe hath departed from the 
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Word of God : what ſhe had remaining according to the 
Scriptures in doQrine or worſhip, the Proteſtant Churches 
have retained, and embraced , not becauſe it was re- 
ſerved by her, but becauſe they ſaw it founded 
on the Word of God. And (Mr. Doftor ) England 
hath been numbred among the Proteſtant Churches , and 
your title page tells of a hiſtory 8f the Reformation of the 
Church of England: a Reformation of what , but of the 
Idolatries, Errors,Hereſtes, Superſtitions, and Corruptions (ir 
ſhould be ſo ) which the pride, avarice, ambition of many of 
the blind Ring-leaders in the Romifh Clergy had brought 
into it? Thereare yet ſuch _ remaining in the worſhip 
and appendents to it in the Church of Exg/end ( for with the 
do@rine we meddle nor, the blood of the Martyrs ſhed in the 
defence of it alone by the Word of God, hath waſhed away 
the Romiſh filth caſt into it ) which are viſibly ſeen, and pra. 
Riſcd in the Romiſh Churches. We have before named 
them, but that you may know where our ſhoe wrings us, and 
what are. our juſt fcruples, We tell you again, that the Eng- 
hſh Liturgy is ta»r am non theRomiſh Mafs.Do not you rell us, 
© pag. 76. that King Edward tells his Popiſh Rebells, Ir is in- 
* deed faith he, ſomewhat altered, and pag.66.That the Tranſ- 
* lation of the Maſs(which uſed to be ſerved up in Latine) into 
* Engliſh, was the cauſe why the Romiſh party were offended 
* with the At confirming the Common-prayer book. 

We fay alſo,The 7x5 4ivinam of Epiſcopacy, 5. e. Prelacy, 
Bowing toward the Altar, Bowing at the name of Jeſus,ſign- 
ing with the fign of theCroſs, holy Veſtments, Kneeling at 
the Sacrament, theſe are found moſtevidencly in the tents of 
Popery. 

how conterdey then to be found in the Proteſtant Church 
of Englana?Hath ſhe received them from Scripture ? Where is 
any thing there thar gives the leaft ſhadow? Shew us,pood Dr, 
And therefore theſe are ſome dregps of that diſeaſe, and ſome 
reliques of thoſe abominations which Zagland was over- 
whelmed with in the times of Papacy;, which through a 
{trong Zeal to theſe in ſome, State-policy in others, and a fear 
of giving offence to the Romiſh parry at tome and abroad in 
others of our State and Church phyficians, have nor to this 
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day been purged out , but ſuffered to remain. 


But you will ſay, it may be, Mr. Door, that the Apoſtles Ohjeftion. 


rule , Let all things be done decently and in order , will 
warrant all theſe things ( cending to decency and good 
order. 

—IM rule of Natures teaching, for the Apoſtle tells the 
Corinthians to whom he ſpake, 1 Cor, 11, 13,14. Jugde in 
your ſelves, Is it comely that a woman pray unto God unco- 
yered ?doth not nature it ſelf reach you, that if a man have 
long Hair, itisa ſhame unto him? And in chap, 14. of the 
ſame Epiſtle, where theſe words are , ver. 40. he taxeth ſome 
for over-priding themſelyes in their gifrs, not aiming at the 
Edification of the Church, ver. 5. and faith he, wer. 23.

If the whole Church be come together in ſome place, and all . 


ſpeak with tongues, and there come in ſome that are unlearn- 
ed, or unbelievers, will not they ſay,that yeare mad? Andin 
ver. 29, 30. That the Prophets ſhould ſpeak but one at a 
time, and the reſt ſhould hold their peace, while any one 
ſpeaketh, - Andin ver. 34, 35. hegives order, That women 
ſhould not ſpeak in the Church,and faith, It is a ſhame (thar is, 
it is not decent, as the ſpeaking of many at onee, was not 
orderly ) for women to ſpeak in the Church, And then he 
concludes with a general rule founded in nature, Let all 
things be done decently and in order, ver. 40. What is here 
(Mr. DoRor)to warrant any ſuch things as are before menti- 
oned, which neither natare nor reaſon trek to, but are taken 
up by the will and pleaſure of men, and receive their legiti- 
macy, not by any connaturalneſs to the worſhip of God , 
but by forinſecall Canons and Conſtitutions ? Let us pur the 
caſe thus, Mr. Doctor, 

Suppoſe yov,or ſome of the Prebends of Weftmir fer ſhould 
forſake your Cloyiter, and go down into the Countrey , to 
ſome one'of your Parſonages,and coming among an ignorant 
and unlearned people, ſhould officiate the Licurgy fer the 
Roman order, and fo turn the Common-Prayer into the 
Maſs again ; Or ſuppoſe you ſhould preach to them in He- 
brew,Greek, or Lartine, which on underſtand not : or ſup. 
poſe, while you are preaching inthe Abbey, another of your 


fellow-Prebends ; puffed vp with his knowledge and gifts, 
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ſhou'd at the ſame time take upon him to ſtand up and ſpeak 
together with you; Or that women ſhould uſurp authorir 
ro ſpeak, or teach, thinking they can ſpeak more to the eq1. 
fication of the peeple, then you or any of your Brethren ; 
in theſe caſes this rule of the Apoſtle 1sto be preſt and ob. 
ſerved, Let all things be done decently ard in order, for to 
remedy ſuch unnatural) diſorders and confuſions,the Apoſile 
left it; and your Zxinglian Goſpellers are as much as your 
ſelf for this decency inthe church, 

But you will reply, Mr, DoRtor, Theſe things, though they 
be indifferent, yet the Church having judged them meet and 
expedient to be uſed in the worſhip of God, it. becomes eve- 
ry man to obſerve them,though they have not any expreſs 
warrantinthe Word , thereis nothing in the Word againſt 
them, and there is an expreſs command to obey the laws 
and conſtitutions of our Superiors, and therefore obedience 
is due, though not for the things themſelyes, yet for the 
Authorities ſake enjoyning them. 

«< anſwer to this weighty objeRion,we ſhall propoſe theſe 
ueries, 

Whether the talent of Authority be faithfully and right. 
ly laid out and improyed in making that neceſſary, which 
God in his Word hath infilence paſt by, and ſo letr indiffe- 
rent? We do not diſlike Dr. Pierce his Scala of Obedience 
mentioned pag. 33.0f his Synod:ca Concio,d Synoao ad Regem A 
Rege ftatim ad Dewm : that we muſt proceedin the path of our 
obedience from the Convocation to the King, from the King 
immediately to God : we are very well pleaſed with this order 
(though the DoRor would have it otherwile, pag. 39.) We 
know, God hath tied every ſoul to be ſubject unto the higher 
powers, Row. 13.1. and God requires the higher powers to 
be ſubjeRt unto himſelf, Dext. 17. 18, 19, 20. 

Whether by parity of reaſon, Authority may free us,where 
God hath bound us, as bind us to. obſerve ſuch things where 
God hath leftus free? Whether if Authority judge it meet to 
bindus to indifferents, ſuch things be to be enjoyned, which ad- 
miniſter offence to the ReformedChurches abroad,and to ma- 
ny good men at home, and link us in a conformity to that 
Church, from which in many other things we have ſeparated. 
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We ſhall rake a little liberty ro debate upon this ſaſiQuerie, 
waving at preſent the two former. We ſhall ſpeak firſt to the 
firſt branch, 

Firſt therefore, we ſay, that the _ before mentioned, 
Liturgy, Veltments, &c. bave been an offence to the Reform- 
ed Churches abroad, You tell us, pag. 79. part. 1. * That 
* Bucer ( who was ſent for over to be Regizs Profeſſor in 
*Cambridge)was not well ſatisfied in ſome particular branches 
* of the Liturgy : you tell us, he had given an'account to 
* Calvin of the Engliſh Lirurgy, defiring a Letrer from him 
* to the Lord ProteRor, which you ſay,pag. 80. proved the 
* occaſion of much trouble to the Church, andOrders of ir. 

* In this Letter, you ſay, Calvin approving well enough of 
* ſer forms of Prayer, deſcends particularly to the Engliſh Li- 
* turgy, and makes it his adyice ( it ws wholſome counſel My. 
Dottor, and for this alone, your raſh per flings ſo much ſcorn on 
* that learned and bleſſed man) that all theſe Ceremonies ſhould 
© be abrogared , that he ſhould go forwards to reform the 
* Church without gar, (b«t not, as you ſay, Without wit) with. 
© out regard of peace at home, or correſpondency abroad, ſuch 
* conſideragyons being to be had in Civil matters, but nor in 
* matters of the Church, wherein (as you quote his own words 
* in latinein your Margin ) not any thing is to be exacted 
* which is not warranted by the Word (doth or Jewel ſay /o? ) 
*and in the managing whereof there is not any thing more di- 
* ſtaſtefull inthe eyes of God then worldly wiſdom, either in 
* moderating, cutting off,or going backwards, but meerly as 
* weare direved by his will revealed. Yourell us in the ſame 
* page, he toucheth on rheBook of Homilies, permits them very 
* faintly for a ſeaſon, (yo ſay ) but by no means allows of them 
* foralong continuance , or to be looked onasa rule of the 
* Churches,or conſtantiy to ſerve for the inſtrution of the 
people. Would you have it ſo, Mr. Door ? The Church and 
people of God are then little beholding to you: The Churches 
rule is the Wordof God, and the people of God have found 
far better helps for their inſtru&tion by painfull and able 
Preachers ( and hope it ſhall be ſoftill ) then the reading 
of a Homily by a ſimple non-preaching Curate. 

You add concerning Calvis, pag, 80. That he mult _ 
rroudic 
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trouble the ProteRor about theCeremonies, that he writes to 
him (you quote his own words inthe ings) to this effec, 
*you oy , Thatthe Papiſts would grow inlolenter eyery day 
© then other, unleſs the differences were compoſed about the 
* Ceremonies : But how,ſay you? not by reducing the oppo- 
* nents to conformity (which it ſeems you Would have ) but by 
* encouraging them ratherin their oppoſition, and that he 
© ſolicited the Prote&or in behalf of Hooper, who was then 
* fallen into ſome trouble about the Ceremonies. 

Do not you ſee, Mr. DoRor, that theſe Ceremonies haye 
ever been the occaſion of trouble. 

*You tell us next of Peter Martyr, a great and eminent 
© Divine ( as you report him ) pag. 97. part, 1, yet pag.92, 
* you tell us, ThatCaps and Surplices were utterly oppoſed by 
, him, That he thinks it ( you quote his own words in your 
* Margin ) moſt expedient tothe good of the Church thar 
* they and all others of that kind ſhould betaken away. And 
© he gives ( you ſay this reaſon for it) That where ſuch Ce- 
© remonies were ſo ſtifly contended for, which were not war. 
*ranted and ſupported by the Word of God, there common- 
* monly men (lay yorr hand wpon your _—_— ) were 
* leſs ſolicitous of the ſubſtance of religion,then they were of 
* the circumſtances of it ; and you ſay, he tells of himſelf in 
* one of his Epiſtles,that he had never uſed the Surplice when 
* helived in Oxford, though he were then a Canon of Chy;fs- 
* Church, and frequently preſent inthe Quire, 

You tell us, pag. 107. part. 1, That Caivis deſiring eſteem 
herein Exgland as well as in other places , writes to King 
Edward ( after the Refomation had gone as far forward as 
ever it went ) that many things were {till amiſs in England, 
which needed Reformation. 

Thus (Sir) by your own confeſſions, Liturgy and Cere- 
monies have been an offence and trouble to the Reformed 
Churches abroad, Afartin Bacer, Peter Martyr, and Calvin 
the glorious hghts of theſe Churches, men of renown in the 
Church of God, have ſtrugled and born witneſs againſt them, 
Thela{t but not the leaſt of whieh three worthies (for be is the 
chiefeſt of the three) -Mr. chu Calvin ( then whom the 
Church of God ſince the time of the Apoſtles neyer had a 

more 
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more Choice atid happy inſtrument both for learning, piety, 
wiſdom, moderation and diligence) you and moſt of the ſacred 
Hierarchy, as you ſtile it, do ſtill deccy and vilifie as Zoſepbs 
Brethren did him, becauſe he brings your evil report amongſt 
the Churches, and cries down your Diaza (Liturgy and Cere- 
monies) as not warranted by the Word, and ſo not to be en- 
dured in the Church of God. 

Never ſhall you or any man by all your ſtarcht Oratory, 
bring Mr. (alvis out of creditin the Churches of God, my 
have taſted ſuch a ſoul edifying and ſtrengthning ſweetneſs 
in his learned and happy labours, that you may aſſoon per- 
{wade the Church of God that the Sun is dark, and Honey 
bitter, as that Mr, Calvin was 20t a heavenly ſpiritual holy 
man, But this is nonew hg (I: DoRor) to hit men ( de- 
firous to ſee the Church perfectly reformed) in the teeth with | 
Calvin and Z winglins , as if they were a couple of peltilent 
fellows, of whom all men that loved chemſelves or the Church ' 
had need to beware. - How is your Hiſtory all along 
chequered with Calvin, Zwinglins, and the Calvinian and 
Z ninglian fa&ion ? as your betrers (Mr. DoRor) will honour 
and bhaye honoured theſe bleſſed men (for ſce what a teſtimo. 
ny Biſhop Jewel gives of Luther and Z winglims in page 3 60, 
* of his detence, &+c. faith he, Aſartin _ and Hulderikg 
* Zuinglius are moſt excellent men, even ſent of God to give 
* light to the whole world) ſo worſe men then you (we are 
ſorry to ſee you tread ſomuch in their ſteps) have laboured 
to make this the reproach of our chief Reformers, thac they 
have been too much addicted unto Calvin. You may read 
a paſſage in Biſhop Jewels Preface ro his defence or to the 
Reader, where in the centh page. are theſe words. He telleth 
* the world, faich Biſhop Jewel (meaning Harding) Mr. fewel 
* is the open enemy of the Church, Mr. Zewel is the enemy of 
* God, Mr. Zewe/ honoureth that Idol Calvin, more then, 
Jeſus Chriſt, to that you ſee (DoRor) Biſhop Fewel hail a yery 
high if not coo high an eſteem of Calvin, whole alliſtance in 
our 'reformation Craxmer rejected, and whom you have ſo 
cauſeleſly aſperit. 

Not only the reformed Churches abroad, but al'o many 


holy and learned men (who ſuffercd Martyrdom in Quyen 
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AMariettime) have had a continual grudge oppict the Cere- 
monies, profeſt their diſlike of them, and ſuffered as Non.. 
conformiſts in the” time of King Edward thefixth,. And to 
make this evident, wewill uſe no orher proof, but your owt 
hiſtory. 

And if you pleafe ro comparethe number of thoſe that were 
for the Ceremonies, with thoſe that were againſt them (though 
preferment and eaſe, Mr. Doftor, will never want numbers) 
we ſhall find (conſidering the bias of- preferment) no great 
odds, between their numbers, as yowhave caſt up the account 
for us. 

You cannot tell us certainly, who were the compilers of 
the Litnrgy, for page 57. You ſay, you think they were ſuch 
as you, there name, bur p. 126, p. 2. Having occaſion ro 
mention Queen El:zabeths Coronation, and wondring that 
the Biſhop of Ely ſhovid refuſe ro Crown her, having his firſt 
preferments from her Father , you fay this Biſhop aflifted in 
the compoſing of the publick Liturgy, and appeared forward 
in the Reformation, but afterwards he was one of thoſe which 


were ſent to Rome to tender the ſubmifliorr of this Kingdom - 


to the Pope then living, upon this ground he refuſed'to 
Crown Queen Elizabeth, this was one whom you call 7homas 
Gooawich,, p.57- p- 1.

- point of Ceremonies : theſe are your only ſticklers for 

em. 


Ontbe other kde you ſay, p. 90. p« 1, Fohw Hooper the de- 
* igned 
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© figned Biſhop of Mo (whom you commend for his 
* conſtant Preaching, and learned writings, and note his hu» 
*mility, that the King beſtowed on bim the Biſhoprick of 
* Gloncefter without his ſeeking) applying himſelf ro the Arch» 
* Biſhop for his conſecration, defires to'be forborn in ſome 
* Ceremonies at his hands, and to bedifpenſed with for the 
* oath of Canonical obedience to his Metropolitan, Cranmes 
* and Ridley would, you ſay, by no means yield. And the 
* King being moved. by the Earl of Warwick, wrote tothe 
* Archbiſhop ( which Letter you mention, p.91. p. 1.) in 
* favour of Hooper : notwithitanding this gracious Letter; 
*you ſay, the two Biſhops would not obey the King : but 
* Hooper perſiſting im his obſtinacy and willfull humour (as you 
* termit) was for his diſobedience and contempt committed 
* priſoner. 

Here you ſee a good man, and adeſigned Biſhop, boggle at 
the Ceremonies, and cheofinga priſon before conformity , he 
could not ſwallow theſe gnats, though lapt up in ſopreat ho. 
nour and preferments, 

And when R5dley and he came together to the ſtake in the 
times of Queen Afary, did _ or Rialcy then figh outa 
recantation : Hooper tor his indifcreet obſtinacy, or Ridley for 
his unchriftian and unbrotherly rigor? look on what you 
ſay (Mr. Door )-on this occaſion, you tell us page 51. in the 
* hiſtory of Queen Afar, that Hvoper and R;dley being both 
priſoners (you ſee, My. Doftor, what dealing both Cimformiffs 
and Non-conformfts receive at the hands of Rome, if we think 
ro charm her With ſome fond compliances, we are miſtaken) the 
* Controverſie concerning the Epiſcopal habit which Hooper 
* refuſed, reviv*d in Biſhop R:dley*s thoughts, and he writes to 
* him in theſe words as you ſay, p.51. My dearBrother, for- 
* afmuch as T underſtznd by your books ,. that we throughly 
* apree and wholly conſent together in thoſe things which are 
* the grounds and ſabſlantial points of our Religion, againſt 
* which the world ſo furiouſly rapgeth in theſe our daies, how - 
f eyer in times palt, in certain by-mMters and Circumſtances 
* of Rehigion, your wiſdom and my fimplicity (1muft confeſs) 
*haye a lirrlejarred, each of ns following 

Do not you perceive (Sir) how his conſcience prickt yo 
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for his overhaſty violence toward his tender Brother, doch 
not he ſhame himſelf for his folly in preſſing ſo hard upon the 
conſcience of his Brother in ſuch by-matters (which Zewel 
calls bables, follies, trifles) 'commending his wiſdom (which 
you brand with obſtinacy and a willtull humour) for his gener- 
ous fortitude in contending againſt them, even to the loſs of 
his pretious liberty. 

As ſtout and reſojutea Prelateas he was, yet his courage 
comes down, he dares not look death in the face, till he had 
waſht away the ftain and guilt of that unchriſtian ation by 
a humble and penitent confetlion of the folly of ic. The wind 
of perſecution, and the apprehenfions of death made a ſtrange 
alteration-in his thoughts; the duſt and cobwebs of his Pre- 
latical dignity and glory, were now blown over, and he ſen. 
ſibly perceives a good conſcience (holding faft the truth and 
ſtanding ſtedfaſt in the liberty of the Goſpel) to be a more 
defireable portion then the Biſhoprick of Londoy. 

Verily (Mr. Doctor) it is a bad cauſe which doth not anſwer 
for it ſelf; when death knocks at the door, the hot conteſts 
which you and others ſweat in for theſe by-matters of Cere.. 
monies, are not like you ſee to contribute any thing to your 
comfort and joy inthe evil day. | 

Youare yet warm in your Cloyſter , lined with manifold 
favours, your zeal for the Church cannot want its recom. 
pence, bur fir, it is good to remember your latter end, you 
know nor, bur that your conſcience may be then awakened, 
and read over this hiſtory you haye written, and pinch you for 
the Errata's of your zeal and charity againſt your poor Bre- 
thren : weare confident, that much of chat you have laid into 
the foundation of the Reformation of the Church of Zngland 
(chongh you and others, judge it gold, filyer, pretious ſtones) 
will be found wood, hay and ſtubble, when he appeareth, who 
is like a refiners fire, 

There is one very naughty paſſage in your book , pag. 38. 
part 1. utterly unbecoming the mouth of a Chriſtian;much leſs 
a Doctor of, Divinity , + you are not aſhamed to ſay, 
* That becauſe in the twerity fourth Injunction in King Ed- 
* wards time, that upon Holy - and Feſtival dayes, it 
* ſhall be lawful for men to labour in harveſt, you extend this 

| « liberty, 
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© liberty, as well tothe Lords day, as the Annual Feſtivals, and 
* then you quote an Act of Parliament , to authorize this li- 
© berty, andday that by that AQ, any man, either in baryelt, or 
* or-at any other times in the year ( when neceſlicy ſhall ſo 
* require, who will.xot pretend neceſſity) may labour , ride , 
* fiſh, or work any kind of work ac their pleaſure upon the 
*Lordsday. And you tell us what was done at Court on that 
* day. 

Sir, weare confident that the intention of that Act did not 
reach to allow ſo groſs a prophanation of the Lords day ; and 
you that are ſo verſed in Ats of Parliament , ( for they are 
theonly ſphere wherein Liturgy and Ceremonies move ) can- 
not you find an AR of Parliament reſtraining this abuſe ? If 
you cannot ( which we know you may ) it bad been the du 
of a Proteſtant Reformed Doctor of Divinity , to have dif. 
covered the evil of ſuch abuſes, and to bave laboured with all 
your might, that ſuch an AR may paſs. 

Oh Sir, muſt Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, have no preheminence 
above our Lady ? and muſt Fohn Baptiſt be lifted up to. an 
equality with him , whoſe ſhoe-latchert he confeſſed he was 
not worthy to unlooſe ? 

What ! have Peter, and Pas/, and Philip, and Facob done 
as much for us as Jeſus Chriſt ? and whereis the leaſt hint thac 
one hour is to be ſet apart to their honour ? 

Muft every palcry holy-day be ſet in equality of reputation 
with the Lords day, which Clriit ſanRihed by bis reſurreRi- 
on, (the accompliſhment of a far greater work then that of 
Creation ) and his Apoſtles inſticuced by their conſtant ſolemn 
Aſſemblies upon it ? 

You ſay in page 38. part 1. in thelatter times, the Lords 
day began to be advanced into the reputation of the Jewiſh 
Sabbath , If by latter times, you mean the Apoſtles times, 
it is true, for then it began , and when ever it began , why 
ſhould not Chriſtians be as zealous to advance the Lords day 
unto the higheſt pitch of reputation, that ever the Jewiſh 


\Sabbath was in ( abateing the Ceremonious rigor ? ) have 
- not Chriſtians greater obligations, greater encguragements 


+ ——— lift up bis name , which is Holy, Holy , 
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Oh Mr. DoRor, the time paſt may ſuffice you for this folly; 
You need not have now told us, that men may do any thing 
at their pleaſure, if they ſay they have neceſſity, on the Lords 
day, and ſeek ro eftabliſh this miſchief by « Law. We would 
beloth to be in your coat in the day of the Lord, for yout 
debafing the Lords day, for the beſt preferment the Church of 
England can giveus. We ſay to you, as Biſhop Jewel ſaid to 
Harding , Arripe ſeveritatem Chriſtianam, & palinodian 
CAN, © 

Well Sir, rogo on with'our reckoning, you have ſeen one 
Non-conformilt , and Ridley's recantation for his Prelatical 
rigor, which amounts to another, and ſo he is tobe taken off 
the file, and you have two leſs then you had, We ſhall paſs 
on with more ſpeed in the numbringup the reft. You tell us, 
page 93. part 1, of one Trjnsa Deacon, who refuſed ro wear 


the veſtments appointed to be worn : Of one Mr. fobs + 


Rogers Prebend of Saint Paxls, and Divinity Reader of that 
Church, who could never be perſwaded to wear them : The 
like averſneſs ( as you call it ) you aſcribe unto Mr. Zohs 
Philpor, Archdeacon-of Winchefter , who ſuffered in Queen 
AMearies time. So that here you have Hooper , Ridley (when 
in his cold blood) Tins, Rogers , and Phulpor, all diſguſting 
theſe Ceremonies. Many more there were, buttheſe you have 
left upon record with your own pen. 

To proceed to the times of Queen E/z/aberh, you have 
heard Fewels teſtimony in part, who was the glory of her 
Reign tor learning , and you will ſee it more fully by and by. 
You tell us, page 120, part 2, that one Whitehead who had 
been Chaplain ro Anxe Bollen the Queens mother, was offered 
the Archbifhoprick of Canterbury, but you ſay he refuſed ic, 
becauſe he was more inclined to the Presbycerians , then the 
Epifcopal form oof Government. 

And page 123. part 2. you ſay Coverdall waved the ac- 
ceptation of the Biſhoprick of Oxon,or any other then yacant, 
our of a difaffeRion to the Habit of that Order. 

-"And page 124. part 2, you ſay , Alexander Nowell Dean 
of Saint Pals, Preaching before Queen Eliſabeth, ſpake 
irteverently of the frgn of rhe Croſs, tor which ſhe from her 
cloſet window immediately checked bim, commanding bim ro 
retire from that ungodly digreſlion. And 
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* And page 16g. part 2, yourell us that Father Jobs Fox the 
Martyrologiſt, being calledon ro ſubſcribe, appeared before 
the Biſhop with the New Teſtament in Greek , To this, faid- 
he, I will\ubſcribe, and'if this will not ferve, take my Prebend 
ot Salishary, the only preferment F hold inthe Church of 
England, and much good may it do-you, 

You-tell us of Sampſon Dean of Chriſft-Charch , who was 
deprived, you ſay, pag. 164. part 2. for refuſing to-wear the 
Habir belonging to his place. You tell us alſo of one Hardiman 
page 115.part 2, a Prebend of Weſtminſter deprived alſo, for 
throwing down the Altar, and defacing the veſlments. And 
in che ſame page you ſay, both the Profeſſors- of diviniry in 
the rewo Univerfites, and Whitington Dean of Durham were 
Non-conformills, | 

Theſe inſtances are your own , and ſo you have no reaſon 
to except againſt them. We have not wronged you ( as far as 
we know) in a ſyllable, and now, Sir,we leave it to-you to judge, 
Whether the point of conformity to ſuch Ceremonies, (which 
have been a continual occaſion of offence ro the Reformed 
Churches , borh at home and abroad) be ftill ro-be preſſed 
with accuſtomed rigor? 

A ſecond branch of the third Querie was , Whether ſuch 
Ceremonies which link us in & conformity with that Chureh , 
from which in many other things we have jultly ſeparated, be 
robe continued and enjoyned ? We ſay, that che Church of 
England having renounced Communion with the Church of 
Rome, _ in all-material points of DoArine , ought in point of 
Prudence and Conſcience, to-rejet conformity with her in 
Worſhip and Diſcipline ; for rhe ſame reaſon which moved 
us to depart from her doctrinal corruptions, binds us to-leave 
her to her ſelf in the ſuperſtitions of her worſhip and diſci- 
pline. The reaſon, why we reze& Communion with the Church 
of Rome, is for tharthe Popes Sapremacy, Infallibility, Tran- 
fubſtantiation, Merit of good' works, Invocation of Saints , 
Purgatorie, Latine Service, Worſhipping of Images, half 
Communion, and ſuch like, whichare the Pillars of the Ro- 
miſh Tabrick , cannot-be proved and made good out of the 
Word'of God. And is not this reaſon of like force againf#the 
Ceremonies of that Church yer in uſe among us ? Is therea 
ſcriptuns .. 
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ſeriptum eſt for ene of them , without which authority”, the 
Devil the father of lies, precends not to be believed and 
adored. 

Though DoRor Pierce in his Synod, concio , p. 44. be pleaſ- 
ed to lay the maintenance of the Miniſtry, Infant Baptiſm, the 
SanRification of the Sabbath, yea the Perſonalities of the 
Godhead, in aneven levell of authority, with the Orders of 
the Church about Liturgy and Ceremonies, as if the one as 
well as the other, muft depend on his Traditions fulcimentun, 
his ſhore of Tradition, and would all otherwilc fall co-the 
ground : Yetwecan by no means give way to this Tradi- 
tional unſcriptural afſertion ; if he will vleaſs to produce but 
one Text of Scripture, as fairly concluding for Service-Book 
and Ceremonies, as have been and can be produced in great 
numbers for thoſe four things , we will never pur him to the 
trouble of a hard word more ; and we ſhall be as ambitious 
ro advance the reputation of the Ceremonies , as well as of 
the Sabbath. 

You may poſlibly ſay, theſe Ceremonies are ſmall matters, 
far from the foundation, and if men had not more of humour 
and wiſlinthem, then reaſon or conſcience, they might down 
with them well onough, it 

We might reply, that any action ( eſpecially converſant 
about che worſhip of God ) not undertaken in faith, is ſin , 
and faith hach no ground to ſtand upon , but Divine Au- 
thority. 

Burt we refer you to Biſhop Fewe/, inthe 11. page of aSer- 
mon of his preached upon this Text, 7oſbua 6. Now 7ericho 
was ſhut up,&e.which is bound up in the ſame Book of his de- 
fence, in the end of it, 

* Zoſbua. —_ that learned Biſhop ). ſuffered nothing. to 
* ſtand, he burnt all rogether; be lefc nothing romaine; vere 
* it never {0 little In Religion, no part is to be called lit- 
« tle,a bair is but little,yet it hath a ſhadow, in the body a little 
« diſquiet is often..times cauſe of death : The Ciniphes are but 
« little, yet are they reckoned among the great plagues of 
« God, ——, Pax laith, a little leayen leaveneth the whole 
« lump. - I ſpeak not this, becauſe I; think nothing at all may 

be left to any ſpecial purpoſe, For even in Jericho , where 
: | | * was 
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was made'a general deſtruttion, God himſelf commanded 
* that all filyer, and gold, and veſſels of braſs and jron ſhould 
© be ſaved, and _—_ into the Lords Treaſury. Howbeir, 
© the things thar may be reſerved, muſt norbe duſt or chaff, 
* or hay, or ſtubble, bur'gold, andfilver , 'and iron, I mean, 
they may nor be things meer to furniſh ( do you ſee Doftor ) 
* and maintain fuperſtirion. And if you. will know what he 
accounts ſuperſtition, he tells you in his Reply unto Hardings 
Anſwer, page 310. in the ninth Article of the Canopie , 
* Moſes, faith he, was commanded ro make the Tabernacle , 
* neither durſt Afoſes or his work-men add or diminiſh, ro do 
© any thing more or leſs, otherwiſe then God had appointed 
* him. S$-/ow0n built the Temple , but he followed not there- 
* in any part of his own fancy, bur only that ſelf-ſame'plac

* David, 1 Chron. 28, Here mark ( good Chriſtian Reader, 
* ſaith he ) in theſe examples God hath bridled our devotion,

*Chryſoſtom cited , give us leave to paſs an obſervation upon

* miring the beauty of the face of the Church of England, 
* and this is one part of her comelinefs, that the Prieſts as you 
*call chem, executed not any divine Office but in their Sur- 
* plice, a veſtment ſet apart for Religious Services, you ſay 
*in the Primitive times, as may be gathered, you lay, from 
, Cie gſoſons for the Eaſtern Churches, and from Saint Hierow 
*for the Weſtern, PurtSir, what if this veltment come nor 
from the Primitive times, but from the uſages of the Heathen, 
Then either Chryſoftom and Hierom were miſtaken in _

ſe, or you have abuſed their names, in fathering an heathen» 
iſh vanity on them, and the Primitive rimes, 

Pray you, bear the Right Learned Zewel, page 281, of his 
Defenſe. * Neither, faith he to Harding , may ye juſtly and 
*cruly ſay (take heed of Ling, Doftor ) you bave received 
*none of your orders-and uſages from the Heathen, Nico« 
* laus Leonicenns ſaith , Ifidis ſacerdotes in eAEg ypto utebantur 
* linets wveſtibus , &+ ſemper erant detonſs capillo, quod etiam 
* per manus traditum ad noftra uſque tempora perveniſſe videtur, 
* fiquidem 1s qui apud nos aivino cultui & ſacris Altaribus 
* preſident, barbam comamque nutrire prohibentuy & in ſacri 
* utwntyr lines amiflibus : The Prieſts of the goddeſs 7s in 
: pt, uſed ro wear linnen Surplices ( r#b your eyes, Dottor)

And Sir, to draw to a concluſion in this argument, we ſay 
it is unlawful for the Church of Zngland to retain, either in 
Doctrine, Worſhip, or Diſcipline, any Conformity to the 
Church of Rome. 

And becauſe we know this will bardly go down with 
you, by any reaſons we can lay before you : We ſhall com- 
mend it to you under the credit of your Right Learned Pre- 
late Fewel, pleaſe you to peruſe page 325,326, of his Defence, 

*The learned and godly men, at whoſe perſons it pleaſerh 
*you ſo rudely to ſcoff, ( [aith Jewel ro Harding, Ay. Dottor, 
* Harding #/ed ro /ceff at Calvin and Zuinglius, and to wpbraid 
© Tewel with thens ) chat refuſe either to go in your appare}, 
* or otherwiſeto ſhew themſelves ( note Sir ) like unto you, 
* have age ſufficient, and can anſwer for themſelves. Notwith- 
* ſtanding thus much I may ſay in their behalf : Neither do 
* they commend any manner of apparel as holy, nor do 
*chey condemn any apparel as my —— They fay not 
* therefore, that the apparel is either holy or unholy, 
* but they may truly ſay, the ſame apparel on your part hath 
© been fouly abuſed ro filthy purpoſes. They may juſtly lay :

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* they would not gladly in any appearance ( good Dofor,note

*and ſo long deceived the world. And herein they are not 
© without ſundrie Authorities , and examples of the godly

*warned, it was a reſemblance of the ſuperſtition of rhe 
* Heathens , and ſo ſheleft it, Saint Gregory ſpeaking of the 
* three ſprinklings or dippings into the holy Font , ſaith thus,

* quod Heretic id fecerint, negant idem eſſe 4 Catholicis facien- 
* dum : The faith being one ( bat it 5s net ſo between us and 
* Rome ) the diverſity of cuſtoms hurteth nothing ; yet for- 
* aſmuch as Hereticks have thus done, they ſay the Catholicks 

* may in no wile do the ſame, 
* Tertsllian reaſoneth vehemently , That a Chriſtian man 
* ought not to go with a Laurel Garland apon bis head, and 
* that for none other reaſon , but only for that the Heathen 
*uſed ſo rogo. Wherenpon Bearns Rhenanu giveth this note, 
* Non ſolums ab bis temperandum fuit , que manifeſtam pre ſe 
* ferrens —_—_— ed etiam ab illis que poſſent indifferentia 
* vocari,hoc eſt,que eſſent neque bona, neque mala. Partim (pray 
* mark Sir ) ne qui/quam infirmior ex Chriſtianis offenderetur , 
* partim ne ethnic ( did not Calvin lay the Papiſts would grow 
* more inſolent ) in ſus erroribus confirmarent uy, dum reftins 
* pmtant eſſe, quodetiam Chriſftianos obſervare vident : It was 
* meet for them to refrain, not only from ſuch things as have 
* a manifeſt ſhew of wickedneſs , but alſo from ſuch things as 
* might be called indifferent , that is ro ſay, neither good nor + 
*jl1 : Partly, leſt any of the weaker Chriſtians ſhould be 
* offended : Partly allo , leſt the Heathens ( we ſay Papiſts } 
* ſhould be encouraged in their errors, thinking that thing, 
* for that the Chriſtians themſelves do it , to be the better, 
You may read more to this purpole, 
- There is one particular which we know you will very much 
diſtaſte, and that is the Divine Right of Epiſcopacy, which 
we deny , and you with great confidence aſſert, page 51. 
part 1. for there mentioning one AR of Parliament, you ſay, 
*The contrivers of that AR, did intend by degrees to weaken 
E 2 *rhe 
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* the authority of the Epiſcopal order, by forcing them. from 
* their ſtrong hold of Divine inſtitution, 

We hope Sir, you will not aſſume ſo much upon youin the 
Divinity ſchool, wich is given to Ariftorle, in the Logick, that 
your D;xir muſt ſufhce us. | 

We mighr produce the unanſwered, Treatiſe of Mr. W:1- 
liam Prinne (a fait friend to Monarchy, and as earneſt an 
Antagoniſt ro your 7«4 Divinum ) in his unbiſhoping of 
Timothy and Tits, to barrer your irong hold : bur that 
learned and pious Gentleman, being a Lawyer, and alſo a 
ſufferer under your J«@ Divinam is very low in your 
thonghts; and whatever cones to you in his name bath little 
credit with you, as being lookt upon to be either the fruit of 
his ignorance, or deſired reyenpe. 

And therefore we ſhall oppoſe the judgment of a Biſhop, 
an Engliſh Biyop, one whom you in your Hiſtory do yery

Sir, you are no ſtranger to the diſtinftion of Epiſcopus

* Harding (page 196. of the Defence) pleading againſt the 
ſufficiency of rhe Seriptures, and for the credit of Traditions , 
among theſe'Traditiens he reckoneth the diſtinRtion of a 
Biſhop and a Prieft, and faith, that they that denied this 
diſtinction between a Biſhop and a Prieſt were condemned of 
herefie : in the Margin over againſt theſe words in the letter 
R, 7ewel ſaith it is an untruth, that ever any were condemned 
for heteſie for deſig this diftin&ion of a Biſhop and a Prieſt, .

ſinners, toſee that the ordinances of Chriſt be kept up in due

be a Biſhop indeed. And if Epiſcopacy (after it bath lain ſo 
long fallow) bring forth ſuch a fruitful crop, we ſhall be ſo far 
from mutrering and-repinmg, that we ſhall cry, Grace, Grace 
unto it, 

Mr. Doctor, we are not againſt external decency in Gods 
worſhip ; Miniſters habits ought ro be grave and comely be. 
coming their fun&ion, and if any be pariſh, or fantaſtical, or 
clowniſh and flovenly, let the 'Biſhop puniſh him , the be- 
haviour of Miniſter and people ought to be very reverent, 
both in coming in, going our, and during their abode in the 
Congregation, and if any be rude and irreverent, let him be 
admoniſht, and eenftired ; we fay, the Churches ought to be 
kept in a haridſome decoramns free from naftineſs and ſluttſh-

of England in the time of Queen Z15/abeth. You ſee by the 


judgement of the beſt Biſhop (the rareſt fewel the Church of 


Englandever had, who was an eye-witnels, lived, and preach. 
ed, and writ in the prime of his age, for he was not full fift 
years old when he dyed ) a good part of her reign, the Church 
of Englandto be full of bhndneſs, diſorder , prophane con- 
tempt of the Word of God, yea to- have ſomething of Rome 
remaining in her, of neceſſity to be purged our.
